Iho  party  I  accoi^amied  was  ootnanded  by  agt*  IAJ*  TA11JR0 
Noriharu,  id  PAN  uho  pus  under  arrest  at  tho  tlno  noted  as  a  Guide  for 
the  party,  wo  wont  on  foot  by  tho  short  cut  straight  across  the  hill. 

On  tho  way  wo  not  U  TI1A.  KIN  and  &U  HLA  CTA>7  and  U  TON  ICfAlNG.  3L;t.mj. 
TAJ1JR0  Noriharu  arrested  these  non  and  had  then  tied  up.  At  the  village 
of  IUEHATE  the  party  arrestod  yin  SHEIN,  K®  then  proooedod  to  SKANYf/A. 
^fhon  wo  arrived  Sit.  NOMDTO  Kinji  and  agt.  K. JtAZAUA  Soichu  wore  alroady 
there  with  thoir  parties.  TOoy  had  alroady  sous'w'tiod  up.  The  fourth 
party  coamded  by  g^t.  Ipj.  KUKnOAI  Haohiro  arrived  after  wo  did.  Thoy 
had  no  prisoners  with  then£7 

gone  erdors  wero  givon  by  act.  IPj.  KOHMlAl  Rachiro  and  Sgt.li&J. 
TAIURO  Noriharu  ordered  no  to  go  and  fetch  tho  rhongyis  frou  tho 
Ipnastory.  1  had  to  brine  then  ell  book  totfco  Hoadnar.'s  houeo,  where 
I  hod  to  aot  as  interprotor  as  tho  phoney i a  could  not  understand  TAIURO's 
Bimoso.  ho  told  tho  phoney i a  to  toll  tho  pooplo  that  tho  japanoso 
wantod  to  know  who  was  responsible  for  tho  non  who  had  run  away  and  also 
that  thoy  woro  not  to  havo  anynoro  B.D.A.  or  anyono  else  like  that  in 
tho  villngo  again,  Aho  japanose  had  11  non  tiod  up,  out  of  these  tho 
japs  reloasod  two  and  kept  YIN  SHEIN  and  id  PAN  separate  under  theffiard 
of  r.C.  SAN  !JYA  AND  HLA  IE. 

Tho  ronoining  sovon  \mro  token  cut  in  front  of  tho  house  and 
kopt  in  two  groups 1  one  of  four  and  tho  other  of  threo.  1  do  not  know 
the  names  of  tho  first  four  non  but  tho  other  threo  woro  U  TOA  KIN,  SAN 
HLA  GYA7,  and  U  TON  mAEJO.  I  was  told  to  stay  with  SAN  JKA,  HLA  PE, 

TON  OHN,  YDI  SHEET  and  ID  PAN  at  tho  boston  of  the  stops  of  the  Roadman's 
houso.  TO®  first  group  of  tho  sovon,  four  nen,  woro  uado  to  stand  in 
line  facing  us  about  20  yards  awuy,  tho  nan  on  tho  oztrano  left  trlod  to 
stop  baokward  so  sgt.  NOIDTC  ICinji  bayonotted  hln  at  tho  chest,  and  cade 
than  all  sit  down.  sgt.
